Occasional Stirring of 


Milk in Can Advisable 


It is much more difficult to reduce 


the temperature of the creamy layer 
of milk la th* top of a milk can than 
that In the bottom, and yet It la th* 
top layer that needs th* most rapid 
cooling. The cooling of a can of milk, 
set In a tank of water, proceeds as 
follows: The warmer milk in the can 
that hi being cooled, because It Is 
lighter, rises to the top along with 
the fat globule* of cream. For the 
same reason, th* warmer water next 
to the can rises to the top. 


As th* warmer milk rises. It picks 


op bacteria, so that th* top layer toon 
contains a higher bacterial count than 
the lower layers. And when a can of 
milk at 96 degrees F. is put In water 
at 50 degrees, the water close to the 
can at once starts rising toward.the 
top, where It tends to spread over the 
surface. This layer Increase* until In 
half an hour a layer 2 Inches deep 
will be found to be from 10 to 15 de- 
gree* warmer than the water at the 
bottom. This explains why th* layer 
of milk and cream at the top not only 
contains a larger proportion of bac- 
teria than the lower layers, but also 
why It is tha most difficult to cool. It 
further explains why the occasional 
stirring of milk In the can, a* well as 
water In the tank, when the can is 
first placed therein, brings about more 
rapid cooling of the milk.—Wallaces' 
Farmer. 


Feeding Shock Fodder 
Shock fodder late in the season It 


•ot at palatable, nor will R b* eaten 
with at little tow a* fodder which 
hat just been banreated. The palat- 
abllity of fodder In 'the spring can be 
greatly improved, however, by grind- 
ing and mixing the ground fodder j 
with the grain ration or with ground 
hay.

At th* South Dakota experiment 


station, bundle corn stover was fed to 
dairy cattle and it wat found that 36 
per cent of this feed wit refused by 
the cows and wat watted. When the 
corn stover wat groand for these 
cows, they ate It with no watte what- 
ever. Even for fattening steer*, fod- 
der can b* fed with good retail* if it 
It ground and fed nixed with the 
grain ration. 


At this time of tha year, then It 


•till shock fodder IB th* fields. None 
of this feed need be watted. If it Is 
Biade more palatable. It win be con- j 
•timed by cattl* with no watte what- j 
ever and can b* of much value in help- : 
ing the bay to last until pastures are ! 
ready.—Exchange,
